M. Courant contributes an intor- 
esting iiaper to the Revue ties 
Deux 3[ondefi dealing with Chin- 
ese woman-hood. The writer begins 
iiy recalling tho fact, t,oo often 
forgotten in Europe, that China is a 
vast continent containing many 
races only bound together by a curi- 
ous old-world civilizatiiui, the main 
principles of which diflfer but little. 

Thus, all over China, woman jwr 
se is considered of small account. 
The birth of a daughter is reg:,'irded 
as a punishment sent from Heaven 
for some fault or crime committed 
in another life. 

("hinese women always nurse their 
own children. The idea of giving 
them . cows' milk,*or goats' milk, 
would be exceedingly repugnant to 
them. Notwithstanding the con- 
tempt in which children are held, 
they are ctirefully looked after in a 
superior Chinese household, being 
])rettily drt'ssetl rn yellow, red or 
green, these being considered the 
three fortunate colors. Their heads 
are entirely shaven, with the ex- 
ception of three tufts of hair, which 
are tilways jdailed and tied up Midi 
a red silk thr(>.id. Their favorite 
game is l)attledo()r-and-8hu((leco<'k, 
played with the feet. On the whole, 
Chinese ptirents are very indulgent 
and kind to their children. 

Tho Chinese girl first feels the 
disabilities of sex attheageof.seven, 
for she is then separated from her 
brothei-s, and bat(ledoor-and-shut- 
tlecook liectmies a pleasure of the 
past, owing to the fact that she is 
then expected submit her poor lit- 
tle feet to tho bandaging process. 
which is in time to turn them into 
the "golden liliovs" oonsidered so 
desirable in (>very clan's in China. 
Indeoii, even to the orphan schools 
esljiblishcd by both (^alholic and 
Protastant missionaries, the Chi- 
nese girls implore their kind friends 
to l)andage their feet, they are well 
tiware that otherwise they will not 
bt> able to marry among iheii own 
people. 

A (Chinese proverb declares that 
marriage is the mo.st important 
thing in life, and as soon as a 
Chin»>se girl has attained her 
twelfth year h<>r parents begin to 
look out for a suitable party, and 
once he is found a solemn betrothal 
(4>kes place, which cjiiuiot l»e an- 
nulled without grave conseiiuences 
to one or other of the two parties. 
The engagement often takes place 
sonic months before the marriage 
itself, and not infrequently children 
are informally afllanced alnios( in 
their cradles. So important is th(> 
marriage question conisdered that 
post-mortem unions are very fre- 
(juent, and a man who has had the 
misfortune to lose' his s«>n before 
the latttu- was marrieil, looks^mt for 
a girl of jiboiit the sani(> age who 
died at about the same time, and 
one of tlH> Itodies is dug up and 
transported (o where the other has 
been put, and thus, aceortling to 
their friends, they have not been 
born in vain. Their families be- 
come <luly related, a us»>(ul fact of 
which they lioth take advantage 
whenever they are al>le to do so. 

Occjisionally, but very rarely, a 
girl refuses to bo married to the man 
chosi'ii for her, and some years ago 
it was S4iid that there existed in 
Southern (^liiiui an as.socialion call- 
e<l the Society of the (Jolden Iris, 
ent irelj' composed of young girls, 
who had sworn tlmt they would 
commit suicide rather than marry 
against their wish. Astrology 
plays a certain pirt in marriage ar- 
rangements, anil the astrologer also 
tixos the day and the hour which is 
considered propitious for tlM> cere- 
mony. John (.'hinanian never sees 
his betrothed until she is actually 
his wife; indeed, until she is at 
home. She is handetl «>ver to him 
closiNly veiled, and his (irst, retil 
.sight of her is during the reception 
which follows the sinip1(> cer«>inony. 

Once married (he Chinese woman 
liecomes a portion of her husband's 
family She mnst no longer jiray to 
her own ancestors, but (o his ; when 
her jiartMds die shi> only goes into 
slight mourning, and she becomes 
in v<>ry (lutli (he daughter of her 
husband's father and mother. If a 
man divoixH's Ivis wife he is obliged 
to give back everything herecciviMl 
with her, and accordingly divorces 
art>, on the whole, rare. 

Millions of Chinese girl (>hildren 
have been " mar\^i(>d to the river 
Hpiiiiv '■ l.ut !>..« (l,n| there are so 



many foreign religious agencies at 
work, the average father prefers to 
simply leave liis child in some con- 
venient spot where it can be found 
by some kind-hearted nun or mis- 
sionary. Kven in those families 
where the girl cMldren are not (lo- 
st royetl or lost at birth, they are 
early disposed of, either as servants 
to wealthy families or as wives to 
lho.se lower middle-cla.ss parents 
who wish to find a cheap helpmeet 
for their sou.

Bread Sponge 

Two cups of warm water, one 
tablespoon of lard jiiid one of 
sugar, four (ahlespoonfuls livery 
yeast, one-t'ourth talilespoonfuls of 
soda, two cups of (lour. Mix to- 
gether water, soda, lard and sugar. 
The water should be warm 
enough to melt the lard. If hot, it 
will spoil the j'east. Pour little by 
little on .the flour, stirring to a 
smooth batter. At last i)nt in the 
yoiist and beat all hard two min- 
utes. Set to rise in a bowl covered 
with a clean cloth. It should stand 
in a warm place in winter, and in 
stimmer out of a draught, but not 
in a hot room. 

Fiu^rr PiKS. 

Fruit pies with lids shonhl have 
sugar over them. If they have 
l)een baked the day before, they 
sliouW he warmed in the stove or 
near the tire l)efore they are sent to 
the thblc to soften the crust and 
make them taste fresh. Raspberry 
and Jii)i)le pies are much imyroved 
by taking olt the lid and pouring 
in a little cr<>am just before going 
to the talile. Replace (he lid very 
carefnll.v. 

lU)r lioM.s. 

Two quarts of flour, rub in a 
tablespoon of butter or lard, one 
jiint cold boiled milk, one-half cup 
of yeast, one-half cup sugar, .salt. 
Make a hole in the flour, stir milk, 
yeast, sugar and salt (ogedier and 
(urn in tln> hole. Hrusli flour over 
(he (op and le( s(and till morning; 
mix and let stand till noon in a 
warm place. Make into rolls tmd 
keep rather cold place till tea time 
and bake. 

CcrsTARD Pie. 

Make a good cu.stArtl of three 
pints of milk, six eggs, well beaten, 
a cup of sugar, and a (easpoonful 
of vanilla. Line your pla(,»>s with 
paste, pour in (he oustaitland bake 
immediately. Do not let curdle. 

ENlfLlSH W^ALNUT CAKK. 

One cup of sugar, half cup of 
butter, one-half cup of milk, two 
cujis of (lour, two eggs, one heap- 
ing (o.'ispoonful of baking powder, 
one large cup of stoned raisins, one 
laige cup of chopped walnu(s. 
l-'lour (he nuts ami raisins before 
putting tlietti in tli(> cake. This is 
very good. 

J UMRLES. 

One and a half cups o' sugar, one 
half cup of butter, one teaspoon 
cream of tjirtar (dissolved in a 
littl»> oweet. crust bake in watlle 
irons. Sill the little holes with 
light and dark jelly alt<>ruately. 

LEMON OR ORANGE FRt«!TING. 

The white of one egg and the 
juice of one lemon or oranjie. Stir 
in confectioner's sugar until 
a consistency that will spreiwl 
smoothly willuiut running ofT the 
cake. Wait until the cake is cold 
before spnvvding. 

RIBBON ("-AKE. 

Take one cup sugar, oue-h.alf cup 
of butter, one-half eu]> of sweet 
milk, tliree eggs and two teaspoons 
baking jiowder. Heat thoroughly. 
Divide in threo parts, and trO one 
add one talilespoonful of molasses, 
one (easpoonful <>acli of cinnatnon 
cloves and i.utm<>g; bak»> in three 
layers, anil put the dark between 
the two while layers, placing snfli- 
cieut iciit'f oi !ellv hei «...>)!. lee
